REGION — A first-term city 
councilor will challenge a seasoned 
legislator on election day, Nov. 5, 


to take the vacant state Senate seat 
in the Second Hampden Hamp- 
shire District. The seat was previ- 
ously held by Mike Knapik. 

State Rep. Donald Humason, R- 
Westfield easily defeated Holyoke 
Director of Veterans Services Mi- 
chael Franco to win the Republi- 
can nomination on the ballot. 

The vote was much larger and 
much closer in the Democratic pri- 
mary, as first-term city councilor

“Tt definitely helped to prepare 
me for becoming the student rep,” 
said Sheehan. SAC members 
work closely with AHS Principal 
Steve Lemanski to address issues 
within the school. 

“T have a huge insight into ac- 
tivities within the school as an 
SAC member that I otherwise 
may not be aware of,’ Sheehan 
said. As a result, he said he has 
more information to share with 
the committee. Sheehan, who 
also serves on the Hampden 
County District Attorney’s Youth 
Advisory Board, said he plans to 
solicit concerns among his peers 
to bring to the committee. 

Both advisory positions pro- 
vide Sheehan with “valuable 
leadership experience” that will 
help him in his nonvoting posi- 
tion. One student is elected at the 
end of each previous school year 
from among juniors on the SAC 
to serve as student representative. 
No election was needed this time 
since Sheehan was the only can- 
didate.

Planning board mulls fate of 
South Street development

AGAWAM — At the Plan- 
ning Board’s public meeting, 
Oct. 3, neighbors of the site of 
the condominium development 
proposed by the 194 South St. 
Limited Partnership made their 
case that the board should not 
remove the age restrictions from 
the approval it extended in 2008 
for that development. The hear- 
ing ended indecisively. 

Five years ago the board ap- 
proved site plans for a 60-unit 
housing project on 24 acres with 
an A-5 zoning designation. The 
A-5 zone included the require- 
ment that the residents be 55 and 
older. 


Credit markets seized up in 
2008 and people stopped buying 
real estate which left developer 
Mark Benoit stuck. He appeared 
before the Agawam City Coun- 
cil earlier this year to create a 
new zoning designation in order 
to construct the condominiums 
without the age restriction. 

In response to his arguments, 
the city council created a new 
zoning designation in August, 
known as A-6. It is similar to 
A-5, but without the age restric- 
tion. 

That change left the Zoning 
Board with the decision whether

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David Bartley defeated Easthamp- 
ton Mayor Michael Tautznik. 

Humason won by a very large 
margin in the State Primary Elec- 
tion Tuesday, Oct. 8, as he garnered 
3,361 votes to Franco’s 491 votes. 

The six-term state representative 
said he did not do anything differ- 
ently and does not plan to change 
his approach in the general elec- 
tion. 

“For me, it 1s doing the same 


thing I have been doing,” said Hu- 
mason. “It is about going out there 
and meeting the voters and learn- 
ing what their concerns are. It is 
about introducing myself to them 
and making sure that they know 
who I am and what I stand for.” 
Humason is a resident of West- 
field, and carried his home city by a 
vast majority. Franco did not come 
close to beating Humason in any 
of the district’s 11 towns or cities, 


which all held primary elections on 
Tuesday. Some of the primaries 
coincided with other primary elec- 


tions in certain communities. 


Bartley had a much more 
narrow victory over ‘Tautznik 
— 3,383 to 3,140 votes respec- 
tively. As a result, Tauznik will 
now be out of a job at the end of 
the year. He was Easthampton’s

High ranking district leader 
visits Agawam Rotarians

Mr Barnett is on a mis- 
sion. The new leader for 
this region’s Rotary clubs is 
crisscrossing parts of Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut to meet 
with local Rotarians and one of 
his first stops was in Agawam. 

Barnett, who recently became 
a district governor for Rotary 
International, met with Agawam 
Rotary Club members in early 
September. Barnett is making 
the rounds of clubs in his dis- 
trict to introduce himself and 
talk about how the Rotary Foun- 
dation — the Rotary’s charitable 
arm — can help local clubs. 

Barnett said grants from the 
Foundation can support a wide 
variety of projects, scholarships, 
and training programs for local 
Rotarians. He said approximate- 
ly 98 cents of every dollar Ro- 
tarians raise goes to charitable 
causes — with 50 percent of the 
money donated to the Founda- 
tion coming back to local clubs 
through grants. 

According to Barnett, “big 
changes” have occurred to a 
number of Foundation grants. 
Some have been revised, while 
others have been increased. In 
addition, the Foundation offers 
matching grants to the more than 
1,200 clubs around the world for 
club projects. 


Making a district tour 

Barnett, a member of the 
South Windsor Rotary Club in 
Connecticut, began making the 
rounds visiting local clubs after 
he became governor for District 
7890 in July. This district is 
comprised of 62 clubs. Half are 
located in western Massachu- 
setts, while the remaining ones 
are in northern Connecticut. 

Agawam was one of the first 
Massachusetts clubs he visited. 
As district governor, he’s re- 
quired to visit to each club at 
least once during his one-year 
term. The governor’s position 
is actually three-years since 
Barnett previously served one- 
year terms as governor-elect and

governor-nominee before mov- 
ing into the district’s top execu- 
tive position. 

Below these positions are 
42 district officers and direc- 
tors serving District 7890. The 
highest ranking officer of them, 
lieutenant governor, is held by 
Henry Schmidt, a member of 
the Southwick Rotary Club. 
Schmidt accompanied Barnett 
to Agawam. 


Explaining Rotary’s mission 
Barnett not only explained 
changes to the grants, but he 
also reminded Rotarians about 
the history, purpose, and mis- 
sion of Rotary International. 
“There are a lot of new mem-

was formed or what it does. I want members to know what 
we stand for and why we exist,” said Barnett who became a 
Rotarian 21 years ago after he moved from South Africa to 
Connecticut. 

He also told Rotarians that meetings should not be used to 
solicit business for their companies or to network for busi- 
ness purposes. “Our objective is not to build network con- 
nections, but rather to discuss how Rotary can help others, 
especially those in our own communities.” 

Barnett said that increasing membership is one of the chal- 
lenges facing Rotary International. While the organization 
iS gaining new members around the world, membership re- 
mains “stuck” at 1.2 million. He said Rotary is losing about 
10,000 members each year in the U.S. 


Making a difference 

Despite a drop in membership Barnett said Rotarians are 
making “a huge difference” with programs that to help eradi- 
cate polio and to alleviate poverty. Rotarians, however, aren’t 
doing a good enough job of promoting themselves or their 
organization. ““That’s a shame,” he added, “because a lot of 
people are unaware of what Rotary is doing to solve prob- 
lems.” 

George Bitzas, recently elected to a one-year term as Aga- 
wam’s president, said members enjoyed hearing from Bar- 
nett. “Michael got to tell us about himself and his vision for 
the district and we got to exchange ideas with him so we can 
work together for the good of Rotary and our club,” he said. 

Bitzas added that Barnett’s talk was more than just an 
obligatory visit. “Michael’s visit will help motivate our 
members and hopefully increase attendance at our weekly 
meetings.” 


Agawam a ‘strong’ club 
Barnett said he appreciated the “warm welcome” he re- 
ceived in Agawam. “I was very impressed with the caliber 
of members at the meeting,” he said. “Agawam has a strong 
club. I want to help them become even stronger.’ 
Before leaving, Barnett presented Bitzas with a banner of

Turnpike tolls to be reinstated 


BOSTON — The Massachusetts Department of Transpor- 
tation (MassDOT) advised residents of upcoming E-ZPass 
sign-up sessions with the return of private passenger vehicle 
toll collection on the Massachusetts Turnpike beginning on 
Oct. 15 between Interchanges | and 6. 

The E-ZPass Street Team will be enrolling new custom- 
ers in the E-ZPass program throughout the region over the 
next month. E-ZPass is free to join and customers receive 
a transponder onsite. E-ZPass, formerly FastLane, custom- 
ers proceed through the dedicated E-ZPass lanes at the toll 
plaza without stopping or fumbling for cash because the toll 
is collected electronically through the use of a transponder 
attached to the windshield. 

Those E-ZPass customers with an orange Interchange 1-6 
transponder may stop by one of the sign-up sessions to ex- 
change that device as it will no longer work after Oct.15. 

Since June, more than 45,000 E-ZPass accounts have been 
opened and more than 60,000 transponders have been is- 
sued. 

In addition to the sign up sessions listed, drivers may also 
join E-ZPass online, www.mass.gov/EZPassMA or by phone, 
877-627-7745. Transponders are also available at Registry of 
Motor Vehicle branches and from AAA. 

Sign-up sessions will be held Saturday, Oct. 12 at Big Y on 
Cooley St., Springfield, 10 a.m. to 3 p.m.; and Wednesday, 
Oct. 16 at Big Y on St. James Avenue, Springfield, from 10 
a.m. to 3 p.m.

Giving 17-year-olds 
a better chance 


udos to Gov. Deval Patrick, who last 
kK month signed legislation that raises 
the age of Juvenile Court jurisdic- 

tion to 18. 

Receiving unanimous approval by both 
the House and Senate, 17-year-olds will no 
longer be treated as adults within the crimi- 
nal justice system. This gives these teens a 
chance at being placed within a rehabilitative 
setting rather than jail or prison with adults, 
a setting that has been deemed “Crime Col- 
lege,’ where young offenders learn more 
about how to commit crimes than how to be- 
come productive members of society. 

According to the Massachusetts Bar As- 
sociation (MBA), research indicates that 
juveniles are more likely to reoffend when 
exposed to “negative environments” like jail 
or adult prison. Under the new law, which 
went immediately into effect, juveniles will 
be segregated from the adult criminal jus- 
tice system, where they had been exposed to 
“older and hardened serious offenders.” 

“The new law also protects 17-year-olds 
by bringing them under the juvenile sys- 
tem’s procedural safeguards, which were 
not available when they were treated as an 
adult,’ reads a statement from the MBA. 

Under the old law, 17-year-olds were 
exposed to making decisions without the 
benefit of parental notification or presence, 
decisions that posed lifetime consequences. 
They could be interrogated, regardless of the 
crime for which they were accused, waive 
their Miranda rights and enter into plea bar- 
gain agreements. 

The change in the law doesn’t give youth- 
ful offenders a free pass. If found guilty, they 
are held accountable within the age-appropri- 
ate juvenile justice setting, which also gives 
them the best opportunity for rehabilitation. 
As law, the Commonwealth’s criminal jus- 
tice system is now aligned with other exist- 
ing measures that define 18 as the age of 
adulthood, such as voting, entering into le- 
gally binding contracts and jury duty. 

This is the right decision for young of- 
fenders and society as a whole.

heavy dose of sodium and 
fat. But I’m only using one 
serving of the soup for a 
two-serving recipe and 
my creamy dishes are only 
made occasionally. And 
there are canned soups 
available with less salt and 
fat. 

I never use _ sundried 
tomatoes unless they are 
packed in oil. The ones 
that are packaged dry, have 
less flavor and resemble the 
texture of a rubber band. 
Some home cooks have 
mentioned to me that they 
don’t like using sundried 
tomatoes because of their 
texture. Finely chopping 
them eliminates this “rub- 
ber band” texture. I like to 
purchase sundried tomato 


halves. If you purchase them chopped, you 


ways fussy about removing the stems. I am 
fussy about this. 

My brother prefers rotini to penne and 
since making this dish for him, I found that 
I also prefer how the rotini holds the sauce. 
I have also prepared it with angel hair pasta, 
so try it with the pasta of your choice. 


Sundried Tomato Chicken and Penne 
5 oz. dry penne pasta (1 1/2 C. cooked) 
6 oz. chicken tenders 
2 T. Extra virgin olive oil 
1 clove garlic, minced 
2 T. finely chopped sundried tomatoes 
1/3 C. dry white wine 
1/2 can (1/2 C. plus 1 T.) condensed 

cream of chicken soup 
1/3 - 1/2 C. shredded Cheddar cheese 
1-2 T. freshly chopped basil 


Cook pasta according to package direc- 
tions and allow to drain. Pound chicken 
lightly and cut into I-inch pieces. Heat oil, 
garlic, and tomatoes in a 10-inch skillet over 
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to sizzle. Reduce heat to medium and add 
chicken. Stir constantly for about 2 min- 
utes. Add wine and continue to cook until 
chicken is no longer pink (2-3 minutes). 
Stir in soup, cheese, and basil until cheese 
is melted. Add pasta and toss to combine all 
ingredients. Allow to heat through and serve 
immediately. Yield: 2 servings. 


NOTES: If fresh basil in not available, 
about | tsp. of dried may be substituted. But 
fresh is by far the best so I never prepare this 
dish without fresh basil. Adding 1-2 cups of 
roasted broccoli to this dish will make it a 
complete meal.

Getting to the core of condo trash debate 


The public debate over the reimbursing for the costs of 
solid waste and recyclable collections in Agawam condo- 
miniums has taken place in the press, on television, and 
through social media. Some of the discussions have reflected 
the concerns of Agawam real estate taxpayers who realize 
the potential effects of paying for the costs of solid waste 
collections at the private communities. 

The group who represent themselves as the voices of the 
reimbursement effort have expressed the annual costs of 
their collections is about $200,000. The town of Agawam 
administration has projected the costs to 
compensate the condominiums for solid 
waste collection is nearer to $300,000 an- 
nually. Each of these estimates represents 
a sizable percentage of the town’s Fiscal 
Year 2014 budget for solid waste expense. 
The recognition of this fact is at the core 
of the reimbursement debate since property 
owners in Agawam understand the need to 
keep taxes reasonable while providing the 
services that Agawam residents need and expect. 

Balancing these financial considerations has always been 
the challenge for town administrators and city council mem- 
bers whose aim is to maintain the shared values and the af- 
fordability of the community. The solid waste reimburse- 
ment issue is a unique challenge since the financial impact 
to all taxpayers would be significant and doesn’t increase the 
town’s tax base. The town has estimated that the tax increase 
needed to fund a $200,000 reimbursement scheme would 
cost the typical single-family homeowner nearly $14, but 
could be much higher depending on the actual increase in the 
tax levy. The estimated costs to commercial and industrial

operations would be higher as well. Essentially, the propo- 
sition being suggested would shift the costs of the private 
condominiums solid waste and recycling collections to the 
real estate tax bills of all Agawam property owners. 

[ronically, condominium owners would be included in 
any increase in the tax levy. Consequently, many condo 
owners are wondering about their involvement in the refund 
proposal, especially for those condominium owners in Aga- 
wam who are about to accept a reduction to the frequency 
of their solid waste collections. The sudden interest in the 
reduction issue became prominent when 
the board of managers in one organization 
of unit owners announced their intentions 
to reduce the frequency of collection to 
once a week. The condo unit owners began 
asking themselves about the change after 
_ receiving two collections per week for de- 
cades. A few owners viewed the change as 
an attempt by the managers to control the 
wildlife activity which occasionally takes 
place on collection days. However, most of the condo own- 
ers determined that the obvious reason for the sudden change 
is to align the condo’s frequency of collections with that of 
the town of Agawam and as a preliminary tactic towards in- 
fluencing the town to reimburse for the costs of their solid 
waste and recyclable collections.

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a resolution that has been publicly expressed as discretionary. 
Each council member must ask themselves why they should 
support a program that exposes all of the property owners in 
Agawam to effects and burdens of tax increases while the 
condominium’s organizations of unit owners maintain that 
they have the discretion to arbitrarily remove themselves 
from the proposed reimbursement program. 

The most evident answer to the question exposes the ob- 
vious disconnect between those representing the condomin- 
lum’s organization of unit owners and their constituents. 
Those who are promoting the reimbursement scheme do 
not fully respect the concept of protecting the amenities and 
shared values of their private communities. The consequenc- 
es of these failures can affect the attractiveness, marketability 
and the long-term value of their communities. These are the 
same attributes that the town administration and city coun- 
cil routinely safeguard. Typically the outcome of the town’s 
political process recognizes and protects the importance of 
maintaining the qualities of the community. This concept is 
noticeably absent from the re1mbursement effort.

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The student perspective 

Sheehan said he wanted to be the student 
representative because he believes having a 
first-hand account from a student is benefi- 
cial to the committee. He said he can give the 
committee a better understanding of what’s 
happening within AHS. 

“T see myself conveying important infor- 
mation about AHS to committee members — 
whether it’s about a new school policy being 
enforced or about how well our sports teams 
are doing,’ explained Sheehan. “I can create 
a bridge between the school and the commit- 
tee so they — along with anyone attending the 
meetings or watching on TV — can hear first- 
hand from a student.” 

Although Sheehan will share informa- 
tion, he has another skill that should serve 
him well at meetings: listening. “Kreag is a 
very good listener,’ said his mother, Pamela 
Sheehan. 

“Kreag listens. This may be his greatest 
asset,” added Lemanski. “His openness and 
respect for others allows him to hear what 
others are saying. Kreag’s not looking to in- 
terject his opinions without first listening to 
other perspectives.” 


Seeking guidance about his role 

Prior to the committee’s first meeting of 
the school year, Sheehan met with Lemanski 
and spoke with Tom Barrows — the previous 
student representative — to discuss his duties 
and the student representative’s role on the 
committee. Following his first two commit- 
tee meetings in September, the 17-year-old 
senior said he “was very happy” that he took

the position. 

Sheehan had attended a few school com- 
mittee meetings as an SAC member, so he 
had some idea about what to expect. 

“What impresses me most is that the com- 
mittee works on important issues that have a 
large impact on the community,” he added. 

Sheehan doesn’t foresee his responsibili- 
ties as student representative at the Tuesday 
night meetings impeding his schoolwork or 
other activities. “On an average day, I usu- 
ally have a few hours to do whatever I need 
to get done, so I don’t think my committee 
duties will interfere with my school work. 
My other activities tend to fall on Thursdays 
or immediately after school, so I don’t think 
it will affect them, either.’ 

A volunteer at the Agawam Public Li- 
brary, he’s a member of the Teen Advisory 
Council that gives Agawam teenagers op- 
portunities to help plan activities for younger 
library patrons.

Planning board mulls fate of development 
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to re-approve the old site plans for 194 South 
St. in the absence of the age restriction. 


Same demographics 

Benoit spoke first, and stressed that, in 
his view, nothing relevant has changed with 
the lifting of the age restriction, that all the 
considerations that led to approval of his site 
plan in 2008 still apply. 

“The general demographics of the pur- 
chasers will probably be about the same as 
it would have been had the age restriction 
remained in place,” he said at one point. The 
size of the condos, the number of bedrooms 
and other features are all characteristic of the 
sort of housing desired by empty nesters. 

Also, he said, the market demand is now 
out there, ““We’ve had lots of calls from peo- 
ple wanting to reserve units.” 

He expects that the units will sell for pric- 
es between $290,000 and $315,000 each. 

The four neighbors who spoke against 
Benoit’s proposal were: Alan Kinsley of 
88 South St., Pauline Squazza of 92 South 
St., Catherine Belhumeur of 103 South St., 
and Paul Sawyer of 138 South St. They had 
two chief contentions: first, they thought the 
seniors-only nature of the original plan was 
important and its abandonment would be a 
real loss. They weren’t satisfied by Benoit’s 
expectation that the demographics would be 
much the same. 


“T can imagine having younger families 
with children move in here very easily. Three 
hundred thousand to them is very attractive,” 
Kinsley said. 


Different traffic 

Secondly, the neighbors also made the 
case that something else has changed since 
2008. In particular, the traffic situation on 
South Street has worsened. 

What has happened, they said, is that Suf- 
field, Conn. has closed its Hickory Street to 
truck traffic, which means that trucks moving 
north on Route 159, that would once have 
turned left onto Hickory, now continue into 
Agawam, and turn west onto South Street in- 
stead. Hickory and South Street are parallel; 
each connects 159 with Route 75. 

As a result, pedestrian safety was called 
into question. 

“There are very few sidewalks. I think 
when you have new developments you 
should add sidewalks. When I take my dog 
for a walk, I take my life in my hands,’ Bel- 
humeur said. 

At least one of the board members was 
sympathetic to the idea of a new traffic 
study. 

“T would support that,” said Violet Bald- 
win. 

The discussion ended with a decision to 
continue the hearing for two weeks.

coming a successful young man. 

“Kreag is mature for his years, with a 
strong sense of right and wrong,” said his 
mother. “He’s a well-rounded young man. 
We feel this is a great opportunity for Kreag 
to gain insight into the many aspects of Aga- 
wam’s educational process outside of his im- 
mediate classroom.” 


Humason, Bartley vie for senate seat 
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only mayor for the past 17 years — since 
the community changed its form of gov- 
ernment — but was not seeking re-election. 
Bartley’s victory was keyed by huge wins 
in both Holyoke and Agawam. In Holyoke, 
he received more than half of his votes with 
1,724 ballots cast in his favor, compared to 
Tauznik’s 517 votes. 

In Easthampton, Tautznik received 1,461 
votes to Bartley’s 312. Agawam was taken 
by Bartley 440 to 232. 

Voter turnout was very low as predicted. 
Many voter turnouts ranged around 10 per- 
cent, but some were as low as five percent, 
including in Chicopee’s three precincts. 

Tautznik said he will now be supporting 
Bartley’s campaign for state Senate, a seat 
that the Democratic party would like to take 


from the Republicans after it was occupied 
by Knapik for nearly 20 years. 

Knapik left the state senate Aug. 9 to take 
a position at Westfield State University. Hu- 
mason immediately announced his candida- 
cy, hoping to take the seat of a man he idol- 
ized and was mentored by for many years. 

“The real campaign is about to begin,’ 
said Humason at his victory party Tuesday 
night. 

Bartley could not be reached for comment 
at press time. 

The winner of the special election will be 
required to take out papers in February 2014 
for the regular senate election. Seats in the 
Massachusetts legislature are up for election 
every two years, coinciding with the guber- 
natorial and presidential elections.

Fall trout stocking taking place 


STATEWIDE - Autumn anglers will be 
pleased to learn that fall trout stocking is now 
underway. Sixty four thousand five hundred 
rainbow trout have been allocated among 
the five wildlife management districts across 
the state. The rainbow trout slated for stock- 
ing average a whopping 14 inches long and 
weigh one pound. “This is the best produc- 
tion of fall trout I have seen in my time with 
the Division,” said Dr. Ken Simmons, Chief 
of Hatcheries. “The hatchery staff should be 
proud of the fish they have produced.’ The 
fish are grown at MassWildlife hatcheries 
in Belchertown, Montague, Sandwich and 


Sunderland. Trout stocking began the week 
of Sept. 23 and is expected to be completed 
the week of Oct. 7. A list of trout stocked 
waters is posted on the agency website at 
www.imass.gov/masswildlife. Water bodies 
stocked in the fall are underlined. Anglers 
are advised to contact the district office in 
their area to confirm local stocking sched- 
ules: Northeast (Ayer) at 978-772-2145; 
Southeast (Bourne) at -508-759-3406; Cen- 
tral (W. Boylston) at 508-835-3607; Con- 
necticut Valley (Belchertown) at 413-323- 
7632; Western (Dalton) at 413-684-1646. 


Hunters and trappers can check game online 


STATEWIDE - New this fall, hunters and trappers have 
two options for checking in deer, turkey, bear and most fur- 
bearers. As in the past, animals may be brought to a game 
check station or hunters and trappers can use the online 
MassFishHunt system to report or check their game via 
computer. There are two exceptions to this process: 

During the shotgun hunting season for deer, all deer must 
be checked in at a deer check station in order for DFW biolo- 
gists to collect biological data. 

All bobcat and otter must be checked in at a furbearer 
check station. These furbearers cannot be reported on Mass- 
FishHunt. 

Step-by-step instructions on the actual reporting process 
for various game species will be available online prior to 
their hunting seasons. Meanwhile summaries of tagging and 
reporting requirements for certain game animals and fur- 
bearers are below. 

For tagging and online reporting for bear, deer and turkeys 
steps include: 

Attach the paper tag from permit or license for bear, deer 
or turkey to the carcass immediately upon harvesting the ani- 
mal. 

Log in to the MassFishHunt system (www.mass.gov/ 
massfishhunt) to report the harvest of bear, deer, or turkey 
online within 48 hours of harvest. Hunters must complete 
this checking/reporting process before processing game for 
consumption, or taxidermy. 

After answering the online game checking questions, the 
system will assign a confirmation number for each individ- 
ual animal reported. This number must be written on the tag 
attached to the carcass. 

The confirmation number written on the tag is the official 
seal issued by Mass Wildlife and takes the place of the tradi- 


tional metal seals used at check stations. 

The tag must remain attached to the animal until the game 
is skinned, butchered or otherwise prepared for food pur- 
poses or for mounting by a taxidermist. 

Confirmation numbers are non-transferable to other ani- 
mals. Confirmation numbers cannot be used for any other 
game animals except the one for which it was issued. 

Any deer harvested in Wildlife Management Zones 13 or 
14 (Martha’s Vineyard, Nantucket, and Elizabeth Islands) 
must be sealed with either an official metal seal from a check 
station, or a confirmation number written on a tag affixed to 
the deer, before it can be transported off-island. 

Deer hunters are reminded that during the shotgun season 
for deer, all deer must be checked in at a deer check station. 

Reporting furbearers online: 

Log in to the MassFishHunt system (www.mass.gov/ 
massfishhunt) to report the harvest of beaver, coyote, fisher, 
fox, and mink online within 4 working days of the end of the 
season. Remember that bobcat and otters cannot be reported 
online and must be checked at a furbearer check station for 
an official plastic seal. 

After answering the online game checking questions, the 
system will assign an online confirmation number for each 
animal checked or reported. 

The confirmation number written on the tag is the official 
seal issued by MassWildlife. It must be written on a tag of 
your own making and attached to the animal and/or its pelt. 

Confirmation numbers must remain affixed to all pelts/ 
carcasses, with the specific confirmation number issued for 
each particular pelt or carcass, until the carcass is prepared 
for mounting by a taxidermist, or the pelt is sold or tanned. 

Confirmation numbers are non-transferable to other ani- 
mals. 


Meat processors and taxidermists are also advised that 
they can only take into possession bear, beaver, coyote, deer, 
fisher, fox, mink or wild turkey with either an official DFW 
metal or plastic seal affixed to the carcass or pelt or with a 
tag noting the assigned MassFishHunt confirmation number 
affixed to the carcass or furbearer pelt. It is illegal to accept 
any of the above game animals without a Division official 
seal or confirmation number written on an attached tag. Bob- 
cat and otters may not be accepted into possession unless 
tagged with an official plastic seal.

It’s nice to be recognized by your colleagues, 
who feel the same way as you in making medication safety a 
priority for patients,” said Heelon. 

In presenting the award, Kerr lauded his accomplishments 
over the years, noting Heelon had grown the medication 
safety coordinator role since 2005 when it was created. 

“Mark is tireless in his commitment to medication safety 
and the patient, and never says no when it comes to tackling 
new initiatives. His list of career medication safety accom- 
plishments is endless,’ said Kerr, chief pharmacy officer, 
Baystate Health. 

Heelon joined Baystate Medical Center as a staff pharma- 
cist in 1990 after graduating from the University of Rhode 
Island College of Pharmacy.

in recognition of his pharmacy waste reduction efforts, and 
the ASHP Best Practices Award in Health-System Pharmacy, 
presented to those who have successfully implemented in- 
novative systems that improve the quality of patient care and 
demonstrate best practices in health-system pharmacy. 
Among his many accomplishments, Heelon created and
